At this time of year when the library staff is 
depleted, owing to vacation periods, orders for miscel- 
laneous books, involving much detail work as they 
do, are withheld or the books left uncatalogued. We 
suggest, therefore, that summer is just the time to buy 
periodical sets, as these involve so little cataloguing. 

The Boston Book Company offers in the adver- 
tising pages of this issue many valuable indexed sets, 
and will bind up the unbound ones to your order if 
desired. 


BULLETIN OF BIBLIOGRAPHY. 


On and after October first the subscription price of 
the Bulletin will be $2.00 a year, 50 cents a num- 
ber, and beginning with the October issue additional 
pages will be given in each issue. This change is 
made after long deliberation and after consultation 
with many librarians. The many expressions we 
have had from librarians of the value of the work 
we are doing leads us to believe that our subscribers 
will be willing to more nearly pay the printer’s bill. 
For several years the expense of issue has steadily 
increased, and it was only through the enthusiasm 
in library work of our late President, Mr. Soule, 
that we have been able to continue the Bulletin so 
long at its purely nominal subscription price, which 
did not half cover cost of manufacture and mailing. 


INDEXES. 


The H. W. Wilson Co. has started two new indexes 
to periodicals. The Industrial Arts Index, of which 
vol. 1 no. 1 is Feb., 1913, and Readers’ Guide Supple- 
ment, vol. 1 no. 1 March, 1913. Each of these will 
appear bi-monthly, omitting the summer number, 
thus making five issues each per year, and both will 
cumulate each issue. No price yet fixed. Exami- 
nation of the initial issues of each, shows that work 
is done with the usual Wilson thoroughness, but the 
publisher is beginning very cautiously, covering a 
small selection from the field, with the intention of 
adding new titles from month to month. Until the 
end of the year, therefore, any extended comment 
would be out of place. It seems unfortunate that the 
Industrial Arts Index should begin by excluding such 
architectural publications as American Architect and 
Architecture, which are in no index, and take Brick- 
builder and Architecture and Building which have 
been indexed, one from the beginning, the other for 
six years in the Magazine Subject-Index. The inclu- 
sion, at present, of The Journal of Accountancy when 


all the other titles are technical, seems strange, espe- 
cially as that is also already indexed, and when such 
sterling periodicals as The American Journal of Science 
and Arts have found no place in the initial issues. 
Still we must reserve our criticism until later, and 
hope that these apparent inconsistencies will disap- 
pear. The two new indexes are valuable and will be 
welcome in all large libraries. We agree with the 
publisher’s suggestion that author entries might much 
better give place to additional subject material in the 
Industrial Arts Index. 

The New York Times has issued the first volume 
of an index to its files. This covers January to 
April, 1913, making a book of 275 pages. The Index 
will be quarterly, $6 a year. 


NEW BOOKS AND PAMPHLETS. 


THE PUBLIC LIBRARY MOVEMENT IN THE 
UNITED STATES, 1853-1893, by Samuel Swett Green, 
Librarian Emeritus Worcester Public Library, and 
former President A. L. A. This book, of interest to 
all librarians and those who are watching the progress 
of library development, will be published early in the 
fall by The Boston Book Co. Mr. Green from 1876, 
the time of the formation of the A. L. A., was in a 
position to know the trend of library development, 
and much of its success was due to his own efforts. 
This book, in a sense autobiographical, gives an inti- 
mate view of the men and women who in the early 
days were identified with progress in this field. It 
fixes in a permanent form the story of the beginnings 
of one of the great educational movements of the 
nineteenth century. Price $2.25 net. 

THE LAWYER IN LITERATURE, by John Marshall 
Gest. xiv, 249 pp., octavo, Boston, The Boston Book 
Co., 1913, $2.50. 

This is a most interesting volume of essays, and 
will be a welcome accession in all public libraries. 

Judge Gest writes most entertainingly of ‘The 
law and lawyers of Dickens, (and Pickwick), of Scott, 
of Balzac.’’ There are chapters also upon ‘The in- 
fluence of Biblical texts upon English law,’ ‘“‘The 
writings of Sir Edward Coke.” “The historical 
method of the study of the law,’ etc. 

INDEX TO LIBRARY REPORTS, by Katharine T. 
Moody, American Library Association, 1913. 185 pp. 
sm. 8vo., $1.00. 

This Index covers the reports, in most cases trom 
their first issue to 1912, of some 175 libraries and 
library commissions of the United States and Canada. 
It opens a most useful and hitherto neglected field 
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of reference, — covering legislation, historical sketches, 
bibliographies, biographies and and tributes, plans of 
libraries, by-laws, regulations, etc. 

COMMERCIAL LAWS OF THE WORLD. Volume 16 
has appeared covering the Empire of India, Ceylon, 
Straits Settlements, Federated Malay States, Johore, 
Kedah, Perlis, Kelantan, Trengganu, North Borneo, 
Brunei, Sarawak, Hongkong, Weihaiwei, and Cyprus. 
Like the previously issued volumes of the American 
edition, this one gives in each case the laws and ordi- 
nances, list of holidays, synopsis of history and govern- 
ment and bibliography. It comprises 677 pages, 
and is bound uniform with the eight volumes previ- 
ously issued. For further particulars address The 
Boston Book Co. 

STATUTE LAW MAKING IN THE UNITED STATES 
by Chester Lloyd Jones. Boston, 1912, The Boston 
Book Co. $2.50 net. 

This volume, by a recognized authority, will be 
found useful in all city libraries. ‘‘Since law is be- 
coming so important a factor in shaping the eco- 
nomic and social conditions under which we live, it is 
essential that the making of statutes should receive 
greater attention.” 

Two pamphlets recently issued by the American 
Library Association deserve notice. ‘‘ Periodicals for 
the Small Library” by Frank K. Walter is an admir- 
ably well done piece of work, and gives at a glance 
just what the librarian of a small library needs 
regarding magazines and reviews — selection, sub- 
scription, binding, back files, general indexes to peri- 
odicals and the reference use of magazines.

Manual of Library Economy, forms a pamphlet of 
seventeen pages. It gives the requirements for ad- 
mission, a list of subjects taught, and enumerates 
the various Library Schools. 

A City-Planning Classification, Preliminary Out- 
line has been issued by The Harvard University 
Press, price 10c. It is by James S. Pray and Theo- 
dora Kimball of the School of Landscape Architec- 
ture. We commend it to all librarians as a helpful 
scheme. The City Planning Classification Scheme, 
in its completed form, with alphabetic subject-index, 
will be published later in the summer, price 50 cents. 


PERIODICALS. 


Harper’s Bazar has been sold by the Harpers to the 
“Cosmopolitan group,” owned by Mr. Hearst. 

Harper's Weekly, beginning June 1, 1913, is trans- 
ferred from the Harpers to Norman Hapgood and 
associates, Mr. Harvey relinquishing the editorship. 

Collier's Weekly from May, 1913, reduces its price 
from 10 c. to 5c. an issue, and is now $2.50 a year. 

The Chautauquan, a monthly since it started in 1880, 
became weekly in June, with an issue every Saturday, 
and a double number once a month; it thus seems 
to become a member of the same class as Outlook and 
Independent. 

Cassier’s Magazine, having slept after its Novem- 
ber, 1912, issue awakes again with June, 1913, under 
new management and extends all its subscribers six 
months. 

New England Magazine skipped its issue of Feb.. 
1913, the 48th volume being complete in five issues. 
No titles and indexes have yet been published for the 
late volumes of this magazine.

The National Bibliographies of the South 
American Republics. 


To keep pace with the rapidly growing interest on 
the part A citizens of the United States in Latin 
American affairs, a number of our libraries } are mak- 
ing collections of material bearing upon the various 
activities of our Southern Neighbors. Reliable sources 
of information are, however, relatively few, though 
increasing, and the output of the press of Spanish 
America itself will be more and more in demand by 
all who are deeply concerned in the further develop- 
ment of international comity and intellectual sym- 
pathy between the peoples of the North and South 
American continents. 

It is, therefore, highly desirable that from some 
authoritative source there be issued for the Spanish

American Republics something comparable to the 
Selected National Bibliographies? pamphlet of the 
New York State Library in which the field of 
national bibliography for the United States, England 
and the Continent is so successfully covered. 

It is to contribute in a small way toward the accom- 
plishment of this task that this preliminary list of 
national bibliographies of the South American states 
is presented. It should be observed that this is but 
a preliminary list and represents South America only 
not Spanish or Latin America as a whole, and conse- 
quently leaves out of consideration Mexico, Central 
America and the West Indies. In scope it is simply 
a list of the bibliographies of books and periodicals 
printed in the several South American states, omit- 
ting histories of literature, essays, literary criticism, 
collective literary biography, general collections of 
writings and anthologies, although, in a sense, these

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cover the national literary output of their respective 
countries. Moreover, the national bibliographies of 
Spain and Portugal are not given, although the 
bibliography of South America is inextricably bound 
up with that of these two countries whose colonial pos- 
sessions the South American states once were. For 
them other lists are already available and need not 
be duplicated in the present instance.® 

This list includes several titles whose place here 
might be questioned. They are the catalogues of 
certain libraries, mainly national libraries, of the 
separate countries concerned. Such titles are not, 
strictly speaking, national bibliography, but the 
collections catalogued contain so great a percentage 
of the local imprints that their presence may be per- 
mitted in a list which is purely preliminary and pro- 
visional and which should therefore err on the side 
of inclusion rather than exclusion. All other titles 
more nearly subject, rather than national bibliography 
are meant to be excluded. 

The sources used in preparing this list were the 
familiar bibliographies of bibliography of Courtney, 
Stein and Petzholt, the Subject Index of modern books, 
in the British Museum, 1881-1910, Peddie’s National 
Bibliographies, Coester’s Bibliography of Spanish- 
American Literature and Professor Hiram Bingham’s 
valuable discussion of ‘‘The Possibilities of South 
American History and Politics as a Field for Re- 
search,’’ with its extensive footnotes. 

The compiler regrets that the present inaccessi- 
bility of most of the titles given has prevented him 
from paying proper regard to the cataloguer’s art and 
presenting the details of imprint either consistently 
or with the uniform fullness demanded of the exact 
bibliographer. 

To Dr. Alfred Coester, Professor of Spanish in the 
Commercial High School, Brooklyn, New York, cordial 
acknowledgment is made for his work in identifying 
numerous titles and in adding several of importance from 


the collections in the Library of the Hispanic Society of 
America.
